lt was expected that the company would 
apply accordingly to the Tariff Commission, 


but at a later stage it showed itself not 
inclined to do so. 
NO INDUCEMENT. 


The facts of the situation appeared to he 
that this particular distillery was not at the 
moment in a position to produce non-potable 
spilt for consumption in the British market, 
where the greater part of its output should be 
sold, as sianeniicdite as that of the other dis- 
tilleries under the same control, and that with 
the prevailing depression in the spirit trade 
the company saw no inducement to re-open. 

Should the company at any time regard the 
prospects more favourably, and propose any

Lord Glenavy presided at yesterday’s 
meeting of the lrish Free State Senate, when 
the Committee stage of the Currency Bill, 
1927, was resumed. 

Mr. Andrew Jameson moved the deletion 
of the section putting a limit on the issue of 
consolidated bank notes to particular banks. 

He said that it was not right that any 
body should be able to put an arbitrary 
limit on the note requirements of the country, 
but it was right that the Commission sho 
set a limit ‘to the issue of consolidated bank 
notes. In that case they might be sure that 
there would not be too many notes in cir- 
culation, because the banks would not issue 
more than they could cover. He thought 
that the consolidated bank note issue was of 
immense importance to the country. England 
could do without it, but it built up the 
prosperity of Scotland and Ireland. He did 
not think that the Senate or Dail intended 
that bill to wipe out the consolidated note 
issue for the sake of a certain profit to the 
Government. 

Mr. Dowdall said that if prices of agri- 
cultural produce were very low and legal 
tender issue fall, the effect would be to re- 
strict the natural extension of prices of 
agricultural produce. It would also prolong 
the ne of depression in agricultural prices, 
which in ordinary cases ea be transitory. 

Mr. Kenny said that the profit which the 
Government would derive from the tax on the 
consolidated note issue was in reality a tax 
on the community, which would have to pay 
the £300,000. 

IMAGINARY DANGERS. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said that 
the dangers indicated by Senator Jameson did 
not exist. He would be willing to put for- 
ward an amendment which would make it 
clear that on one side they had consolidated 
bank notes, and on the other legal tender 
notes, plus gold coin. 

The object of the section was to prevent 
banks from pushing legal tender notes out of 
circulation altogether. He did not think 
that it would be desirable to push legal 
tender notes out of circulation in favour of 
consolidated bank notes, which had relation 
to advances and other assets. 

If they felt so inclined, they could take 
steps to keep legal tender notes in circulation 
by directing that no Post Office should accept 
consolidated bank notes, or that they weak 
not be accepted in payment of any Govern- 
ment debt. 

He said he would accept an amendment 
that if the legal tender notes outstanding on 
any half-year, or legal tender notes, plus gold, 
estimated to be in circulation in the country 
exceeded four million pounds, the Commission 
might do so and so. He was not anxious to 
tes anything into the section that would keep 
gal tendgr notes out of circulation. 

Mr, Jameson said that he did not think 
that any body of men should wipe out the 
consolidated note issue without the consent 
of the Oireachtas. 

FOR FURTHER CONSIDERATION. 

The Chairman said that Senator Jameson 
had not made it very clear as to how they 
were to obviate the difficulty. If he put it 
in the form of an amendment, then the 
House would see what was intended. 

Mr. Jameson said that he was hoping that 
the Minister would see his point of not 
letting the consolidated note issue drop below 
a certain point without the consent of the 
Oireachtas.

BELFAST CLIFF ACCIDENT: 
STORY AT INQUEST. 

The story of a young man’s sudden dis- 
appearance from the side of his companion 
while they were traversing Cave Hill in the 
dark, and the other man’s all night vigil 
was told at an inquest in Belfast yesterday 
on James Reilly, aged 20, of Saunderson 
street. 

With a friend, Patrick Donaghy, Reilly 
was spending a holiday camping on Cave 
Hill

On the night of July 8 the two went to 
witness a fireworks display at Bellevue, and 
at its conclusion started to tramp over the 
hill to their camp, The night was very 
foggy. 

Giving evidence yesterday, Donaghy said: 
“We could not see where we were go'ag for 
the mist. Suddenly Reilly disappe: ed. I 
called to him, but got no reply. I sat down 
on the grass and threw a stone in the direc- 
tion where I last saw him, but I did not 
hear it hit the ground until some time later. 


Then I knew that he had fallen over the 
cliff !”” 
After the accident, said Donaghy, he 


waited on the cliff edge until daylight, when 
he made his way down, and found his friend 
lying on his back moaning. He made him 
as comfortable as ssible, and then re- 
turned to the camp od assistance. Another 
boy came back to the scene with him, but 
they were unable to do anything for the 
injured youth. The police were informed, 
and Constable Francis Morton had Reilly 
removed to the Mater Hospital. 

Medical evidence showed that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, following a 
fracture of the base of the skull, and a 
verdict of “ accidental death ” was returned. 


STORM DAMAGE IN 


Flood Davin, an educated and gifted Irish- 
man, who for many years made the Middle 
West his home. ith the exception of Chief 
Justice Haultain of Saskatchewan, and Dr. 


Brett, late Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta, 


he was the most conspicuous pioneer figure 
in that country. 

Davin was born in Kilfinane, ireland, 
where his father’s regiment happened to 
be stationed at the time, in 1843. He re- 
ceived a first-class classical education, and in 
1868 was called to the Middle Temple Bar. 
Journalism, however, was more to his liking, 
and he began his journalistic career as re- 
porter in the Press Gallery, House of Com- 
mons, London. During the Franco-German 
war he was War Correspondent of the Jrish 
Times and London Standard, being wounded 
at the siege of Montedy. A spectacular in- 
cident of his war experience was his escape 
in a balloon from Paris at the time of the 
brief Communist régime. 

ARRIVAL IN CANADA. 

_ Having been thrown from his horse and 
injured while hunting, he came to Canada on 
sick leave, but, likmg the country and be- 
coming interested in its politics, he decided 
to remain. His first engagement was the 
Toronto Globe as special writer on European 
topics and literary and social matters. He 
soon identified himself with the Conservative 
Party, taking an editorial post on the old 
Mail, then the chief organ of the Conserva- 
tives. Having the gift of oratory in a 
special degree and a fine knowledge of public 
affairs, he took an important part in the 
National policy campaign prior to the elec- 
tions of 1878. He himself was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for Haldimand. 

In 1874 Davin was admitted to the Ontario 
Bar, and among his important cases was his 
defence of Bennett, who in 1889 assassinated 
the Hon. George Brown. 

Subsequent to 1878 he was entrusted by the 
Government with a number of important com- 
missions, in the course of which he went to 
Washington and also to Winnipeg. The vast 
spread of the prairies semialed to his poetic 
mg: mage and in 1883, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway being in course of construction and 
the prospects of the “' Pilex of Bones ” (now 
Regina) bright, he there established the 
Leader, the first paper to be published in the 
territory at present comprising the provinces 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta. His influence 
was exerted to the full in directing the 
destinies of Assiniboia, as it was then known, 
both through his paper and on the platform 
and in Parliament, to which he was elected 
for West Assiniboia in 1887 immediately after 
the ga OÍ representation by Ottawa to 
the Territories. 

AN UNIQUE FIGURE. 

In Parliament he laboured strenuously for 
a i immigration policy, the advption 
of “ Tariff Reform,’’ as he understood it, and 
the encouragement of a national sentiment. 
Ia May, 1895, he moved a resolution declaring 
that full voting franchiad@ould be extended 
to women the same as to Men. 

Though always a Conservative and a strong 
party man, he was at th same time too in- 
dependent of views and too difficult of 
handling to be adaptable as Cabinet timber. 
As a wit he certainly has not been surpassed 
in the House of Commons. His hiterary 
talents and graces are reflected in half a 
dozen works, one of which was ‘‘ The Irish- 
man in Canada.” He wrote try with ease 
and charm. Altogether, Nicholas Flood 
Davin was a notable and somewhat unique 
figure in Canadian public life.

Dáil Fireann, spurred alike by its sense 
of duty and by its yearning for a holiday, 
has worked at high pressure during this 
week ; and President Cosgrave’s three bills 
have made good progress. The Public 
Safety Bill received its second reading by 
an ample majority and is now in the Com- 
mittee stage. With the Government's 
consent, the Ddil has reduced the Bill’s 
tenure of life from seven years to five, 
but as yet no other amendment of any im- 
portance has been made. The Electoral 
Amendment Bill also has reached the Com- 
mittee stage, and, as its simple proposi- 
tion—that all candidates for the Dáil 
must be pledged beforehand to the oath of 
allegiance—is a question for votes rather 
than for argument, its passage is not likely 
to be delayed in either House. No doubt, 
the Bill will have become law before the 
issue of writs for the seats in the County 
and City of Dublin which were held by 
the late Minister for Justice and the late 
M-dame Markiewicz. When the Constitu- 
tion Amendment Bill received its second 
reading Mr. Cosgrave announced that the 
Committee stage would be postponed until 
the 1st December, and this decision has 
produced widespread relief. There are 
many and manifest objections, in the first 
place, to constitutional changes at a time 
of public excitement, and, in the next 
place, to their direct association with penal 
measures and with party strife. Events 
may happen in the next few months which 
would rob the Bill of large elements of 
controversy. 

The success of the Free State Govern- 
ment's policy, during a very critical] fort- 
night, is remarkable in view of two facts. 
One is the Government’s lack of an 
assured majority in the Ddil. The other 
is the fact that Mr. Cosgrave's three bills 
are disliked, severally, by various parties, 
and, in combination, by a body of public 
opinion that embraces men of all parties. 
This bedy of opinion—the moderate 
opinion of the Free State—quarrels 
seriously with none of the three bills. It 
agrees that crime and sedition must be 
suppressed, that men who refuse to recog- 
nise the Constitution must not invoke it 
for their own benefit at the State’s ex- 
pense, that the farce of barren 
elections must be ended. Nevertheless, it 
holds that the Public Safety Bill might be 
made more constitutional with no loss of 
efficiency, and ought not to have received 
a political flavour through intimate associa- 
tion with the other bills. The Govern- 
ment has prevailed, however, for three 
reasons. In the first place, as every sane 
citizen perceives, it is the only possible 
Government at the present time—the 
State’s main bulwark against a lamentable 
relapse political anarchy and 
economic decay. In the next place, there 
is the nation’s sense of loyalty and grati- 
tude. If to-day the Free State is peace- 
ful, well-governed, and making steady 
steps on the path of progress, it owes these 
chiefly to the courage and 

its Ministers—not least the

Minister who has paid for his devotion 
with his life. When Mr. Cosgrave de- 
clared that his Public Safety Bill—the 
whole of it—was essential not only to the 
State’s existence, but to the security of 
Ministers, and when he refused to 
separate it from the other bills, he made 
a claim upon the people’s loyalty which 
they were bound to respect. 

There is a third reason for Mr. 
Cosgrave’s parliamentary triumph. The 
Dáil and the nation are endowing the 
Government with new and formidable 
powers in the full confidence that it will 
not abuse them. Already it has justified 
this confidence by its readiness to allow 
the Constitution Amendment Bill to wait 
upon events. Since it has decided to carry 
and to enforce the Electoral Amendment 
Bill the country will 
accept a which, though it 
be thought untimely, is entirely 
logical and just. Concerning’ the 
Public. Safety Bill Mr. has 
given assurances on the Committee stage 
that ought to disarm fears of any rash 
employment of its powers. Felonious 
crime must be detected and punished ; the 
wild voice of sedition, inflaming, however 
unintentionally, the criminal impulses of 
lawless men, must be checked; but these 
things. must be done without avoidable in- 
vasions of the public peace or of private 
liberties. Under the Bill the Government 
can replace the law courts with military 
tribunals and can harrass the life of every 
citizen. We must believe that the tribunals 
will be used rarely, if at all, and that 
vigilance which seeks to confirm 
suspicion will be tempered with tact. 
Fortunately, a Government which has laid 
the foundations of progress, and knows 
how slow and painful was the task, may 
be expected to safeguard them. While the 
physical safety of the State is a vital 
matter, the maintenance of its financial 
credit and economic stability, and of the 
moral that makes good citizenship, is not 
less vital. The Publie Safety Bill is a 
two-edged weapon which must be handled 
with the utmost care.

Summer Weather. 


The present summer, which, according 
to the calendar, is drawing. rapidly to a 
close, has been an extremely disappoint- 
ing season. Those “ perfect days '' which, 
we are told, “if ever” come during the 
month of June were a sorry fiasco. Ire- 
land was swept by storms, almost as fierce 
as those of November or February. Rain 
fell virtually throughout the month. The 
nights were bitterly cold, and _ frost 
destroyed the labours of many a patient 
gardener. July has been better; but it, 
too, has left much to be desired. The 
torrential rains that fell recently con- 
stituted a “ record,’’ and even now, when 
sunshine has begun to warm our days, 
there is no real guarantee of fine weather. 
For all that, the people of Ireland are 
lucky. Last week the North of England 
was the scene of heavy thunder storms, 
accompanied by unparalleled downpours 
of rain. Two days ago the inhabitants of 
North Cheshire were terrified by cloud- 
bursts, and exceedingly severe storms 
were reported from the Highlands of 
Scotland. In India there have been 
floods which have inundated large areas. 
In the Gujarat district rain has been fall- 


of forty-eight hours the rainfall 
amounted to 29 inches. Floods of this 
kind are almost unknown in India. The 
people have been reduced to a condition of 
panic, and relief measures are being 
instituted without delay. Baroda has 
been isolated completely by floods ten 
feet in depth. The passengers in the 
Punjab mail train last Tuesday were 
marooned in the middle of a journey, 
and two steamers which left Bombay at 
the beginning of the week have disap- 
peared. Altogether some two thousand 
houses have been wrecked in the flooded 
areas, but, fortunately, the loss of life 
has been small. The rivers now are re- 
ported to be subsiding, and hopes are 
entertained that there will be no further 
casualties. An enormous 
damage already has been done to the 
crops in one of the most fertile parts of 
India, while the distress that has been 
caused among the poorer classes is very 
great, Even the Indian floods, however, 
seem to be of minor importance in com- 
parison with the deluge that has visited 
China. In the province of Fukien, where 
Trinity College, Dublin, maintains an 
extensive mission, mountain floods have 
caused the river Kiu-lung to overflow its 
banks, with the result that seven com- 
plete districts have been inundated. A 
Chinese report states that 10,000 persons 
have been drowned and that 100,000 have 
been rendered homeless at Changchow-fu, 
west of Amoy. The material damage has 
been assessed at 5,000,000 Mexican 
dollars. Following the Mississippi floods 
which occurred earlier in the year, these 
visitations hardly can be fortuitous; yet 
the experts can assign no cause for them. 
There was a time when the march of the 
seasons could be foretold with reasonable 
accuracy, but nowadays even the elements 
seem to have fallen victims to the pre- 
vailing anarchy. In the meanwhile the 
immediate prospects for Horse Show Week 
in Dublin are good, and we may rejoice 
that Ballsbridge is remote from the

Automatic Telephones. 


The announcement that the subscribers 
on the TIolhborn Telephone Exchange in 
London will have the benefit of an 
automatic service in the eutumn reminds 
the citizens of Dublin that, in one respect, 
they are ahead of the population of the 
imperial capital. There are sixty-nine 
automatic exchanges in England, but, so 
far, none has been opened in London. 
Last Sunday morning some 700 subscribers 
on the Ship street Exchange in Dublin 
were switched over to automatic service, 
and in the process of time the whole 
city will be served by the new system. 
The growth of the telephone has been 
one of the most remarkable features olf 
the present century. Twenty years ago 
a telephone in this country was a luxury ; 
now it has become almost a _ necessity, 
and the number of private subscribers is 
increasing every day. The introduction of 
the automatic system will make a great 
improvement in the service. It will 
obviate much of the irritation and delay 
that are caused by the existing system, 
and will be appreciated widely by the 
business community of Dublin. Un- 
fortunately, the telephone system in the 
Free State is far from being perfect. 
American and Continental visitors 
comment strongly on the length of time 
required even for a local call, while an 
attempt to secure a trunk call often 
involves the better part of an afternoon’s 
work. An efficient telephone service 
nowadays is essential to good business. 
Modern cummerce regards the telephone 
as one of its most valuable instruments, 
and the city, or the country, that is served 
badly finds itself at a serious disadvan- 
tage. We are glad that the Free State 
Post Office has decided to introduce the 
automatic system, which is working 
admirably in Edinburgh and elsewhere. 
This country needs better business, and a 
better telephone is a step in the right 
direction

The Stage Scot. 


The decision of the Edinburgh Town 
Council, by a vote of 30 to 22, to confer 
the freedom of the city upon Sir Harry 
Lauder, the well-known comedian, has 
aroused considerable comment in the 
Scottish capital. Sir Harry Lauder is an 
excellent comedian; but many citizens of 
Edinburgh, including the Lord Dean of 
Guild, take the view that the freedom of 
such a great city hardly is a suitable re- 
ward for his recognised achievements. 
The Scottish people are not thin-skinned. 
Aberdeen, which supports one of the best 
voluntary hospital systems in the world, 
glories in its international reputation for 
meanness, and nobody enjoys a joke about 
the ‘‘ bawbee '” more heartily than the 
Scot himself. The stage-Scotsman, how- 
ever, like the stage-Irishman, is not 
popular in his own country. Happily 
for Scotland, Sir Walter Scott pourtrayed 
the real character of his countrymen to 
the world before the comedians had a 
chance to caricature it, whereas in Ireland 
the Levers and the Lovers set the stan- 
dard for generations. The stage-Irishman 
is disappearing. No longer does a gentle- 
man with a clay pipe in his hat invite 
the world to tread on the tail of his coat 
or indulge in heavy jokes about “ pigs 
and praties.’’ The Abbey Theatre has 
done much to drive this type from the 
stage, although recently there has been a 
tendency to replace it by another, hardly 
more creditable to the country’s good 
repute. Sir Harry Lander, on the other 
hand, has been so successful in his music 
hall career that he now has a swarm of 
imitators, and the stage-Scotsman, with 
his songs about the heather and the 
bottles of whiskey, is to be found every- 
where. Edinburgh’s new freeman-elegt 
has become the most popular Scotsman in 
the world, but the ghosts of Auld Reekie 
will smile a little sadly when they dream 
on its ancient glories.

BRITAINS OFFER TO

Frrpay NIGHT. 


There was no official news here to-day 
that the Naval Limitation Conference at 
Geneva had broken down, though the 
outlook was regarded with considerable 
pessimism. Hope is not abandoned, how- 
ever, since it is thought that the United 
States representatives have not had 
sufficient time to digest the details of the 
new scheme submitted by this country. 
More will be known after the full meeting 
of the Conference next Monday, and 
speculation meanwhile 1s profitless. In 
official circles here to-day it was made 
clear that the terms now placed before 
the United States delegates represent the 
absclute and last word of Great Britain ;

From OvR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

To-day’s sitting of the Lords was a mere 
pretence, and was justified only by the 
necessity for a Royal Commission signifying 
His Majesty's assent to the various public 
and private bills which have passed through 
both Houses. The most important of these 
. were the Trade Disputes and Trade Unions 
Bill, which now becomes an Act. Then 
there were the Consolidated Fund Bill, which 
authorises the payment of the supplies 
granted by Parliament; the Finance Bill, the 
Money-lenders’ Bill, and one or two other 
public measures of minor importance. In 
all, His Majesty’s arsent was given to 94 
bills, which now become Acts, the great 
majority of them came under the head of 
private legislation. 

The Commons sat at 11 o'clock There 
were some half dozen questions, an unusual 
occurrence for Friday, and they intluded one 
on the subject of the Geneva Conference. 
All that Mr. Locker Lampson, deputising “for 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, could say was that 
no further information .had been received 
since yesterday's statement. 

Very few members stayed to discuss the 
motion for the adjournment. The principal 
topic raised was the mining situation. Mr. 
Whiteley, a North-country member, ex- 
pressed the opimon that on the expiration 
of the present agreement, in November next, 
there was bound to be another crisis unless 
the Government took steps to make the 
position of the miners more secure. 

Colonel Lane Fox had little to say on the 
subject, except that the ideal of international 
co-operation in the mining industry was 
hardly a practical proposition at the present 
time. 

At twenty minutes to two the handful of 
members present got tired of talking, and 
the House adjourned until November 8th.

‘It is just like the Crusaders; I made a 
cross on my own body to register this vow,” 
he told the witness. It was partly on the 
streneth of that that he was certified for 
self-mutilation. 

The police witness said that twelve 
pamphlets on lunacy reform, a considerable 
sum of money, and bottles of medicine were 
in the man’s pockets when his body was 
found 

The Deputy-Coroner said that there was

DISASTER. 


The inhabitants of the Pontypool district 
yesterday were victims of a cruel and sense- 
ess hoax. A rumour was circulated that 
there had been a terrible explosion in the 
ae colliery of the district, and the death- 
roll was given as between 30 and 50. The re- 
port received wide credence, and for some 
time the streets of the town were crowded 
with the womenfolk of the miners, and the 
offices of the colliery were besieged. 

The Pontypool police last night informed a 
Press Association representative that despite 
diligent and exhaustive inquiries the perpe- 
trator of the hoax had not been traced. 

‘The colliery where the disaster was sup- 
posed to have occurred,” said a police officer, 
“As three miles outside Pontypool. Many 
women, wives and relations oF ths miners 
working there, set out at once to the pit- 
head, fearful.of what might have happened. 
Fortunately their anxieties were relieved be- 
fore they got there. The wicked rumour was 
killed by people who wers making their way 
to Pontypool from the colliery. We have been 
searching and inquiring all day long, but so 
far have not been able to bring the culprit to

“ I do not think there is anything so thrill- 

ing and inspiring im the whole history of the 
war as the history of the British Air Force,”’ 
said Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State for 
Air, at Cranwell College, Lincolnshire, yester- 
day, when he conducted a passing-out inspec- 
tion of Cadets of the Royal Air Force, and 
presented the prizes won during the term.

LONDON WOMAN KILLED 
BY LORRY. 


CHILD BORN ALIVE. 


Mrs. Millie Easton, aged 20, of Wellington 
road, Stoke Newington, London, North, was 
crossing the street yesterday afternoon when 
she was knocked down by a motor lorry. She 
was taken to the surgery of Dr. Mintzman, 
and found to be dead. The doctor performed 
an operation, and Mrs. Easton was delivered 
of a living child. The child was taken to 
Hackney Hospital. 

It was stated at the hospital late last night 
that the baby, a girl, was perfectly healthy, 
and that tHe medical staff had every hope 
that she would live. She was an \ eight 
months ” old baby. The father called at the 
hospital and asked anxiously after the child. 
He was assured that she was perfectly normal! 
and was thriving. 

Such cases are very rare. There is a record 
of a child being born after its mother had 
been gored to death by a bull. 

Dr. Davide Mintzman, of Stoke Newington 
road, said last night:—The woman was ee 
when she was brought into my surgery. I 
naturally at once observed her condition. I 
formed the conclusion that she was near the 
period of child-bearing, and I decided. that 
the best thing to do was to try to save the 
life of: her child, and I succeeded. Such a 
thing, as a rule, is not possible, for when 
the mother dies the child usually dies 
instantly. After | had taken the child 
from her mother, it was apparently dead, 
but I applied artificial respiration and 
brought it, round. 

It was a little girl, a strong, healthy 
child, and, I am pleased to say, that it is 
living and going on well according to the 
report I have just received from the hospital. 
It was born within two or three minutes of 
the accident.

EFFECT OF A BREAKDOWN 
. AT GENEVA. 


From Revter’s CorRRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Friday. 

With more than a possibility of the 
Geneva Naval Conference adjourning with- 
out an agreement having been reached on 
a limitations treaty, speculation and dis- 
cussion as to the probable course of the 
Coolidge Administration in dealing with 
naval expansion questions at the winter 
session of Congress have already begun 
to make themselves heard. 

So far there is no indication that Mr. 
Coolidge and his advisers have even con- 
sidered the question of any further build- 
ing programme for the fleet. The Geneva 
Conference was called in the strong hope 
that a definite scaling down of the cruiser 
tonnage, which it might otherwise be 
necessary to construct, could be accom- 
plished under the proposed agreement to 
limit auxiliary ship programmes. 

BIG NAVY GROUP. 

All officials appear to agree that the 
failure of the conversations at Geneva 
would place a weapon of extraordinary 
value in the hands of the influential 
“big navy ” clique in Congress. 

The exact effect it would have on what 
Congress might do in regard to the cruiser 
programme of the Administration cannot, 
of course, be determined with certainty 
before the new Congress assemblvs. 
There is no doubt among the Administra- 
tion leaders, however, that efforts by in- 
dividual members of both the House of 
Representatives and the Senate may be 
expected with the object of setting up a 
programme of construction on the basis 
of competitive building against British 
cruiser plans. 

POWER OF VETO. 

Such of the Administration officials who 
are willing-to comment at this stage do 
not believe that the President will ap- 
prove any building programme which is 
aimed at the British Fleet, but whether 
he would find it possible to exercise his 
power of veto against such a programme, 
should it be enacted by Congress in place 
of a more moderate Administration plan, 
no official cares to say. 

The Administration’s 
ever new construction if 
to Congress will be 
opinion of the majority of well-informed 
officials, upon an estimate of naval needs, 
which will ignore, as far as possible, the 
British programme. 

There are indications that such an esti- 
mate might include a total of 18 to 20 of 
the 10,000-ton cruisers, which formed the 
chief point of difference of opinion at 
Geneva.

NEW CRUISERS. 

The construction of ten or twelve addi- 
tional ships over the eight already 
authorised might be spread, it is 
gested, over a period of probably ten or 
more years. 

It is held here that such a programme 
could hardly be viewed with concern by 
Downing stréet, or be regarded as aimed 
at outbuilding Britain, since the British 
Fleet already possesses 19 vessels of 
the style built or under construction, 
with every probability that more will 
follow as the British cruiser programme 
goes ahead. 

“ AS YOU WERE.”’ 

The tables of construction ‘worked 
by the British Admiralty have been de- 
scribed as calling ultimately for two 
8,000-ton ships for each 10,000-ton vessel 
laid down. If that proportion holds good, 
the officials say that Great Britain will 
need from 20 to 25 10-000-ton cruisers to 
form one-third of the fleet of 70 to 75 
cruisers, which is the number of ships 
the British delegation maintains is neces- 
sary to assure the security of the Empire's 
vital trade routes. 

Should the Geneva meeting 
in a wholly friendly agreement to disagree, 
it is pointed out that the naval position 
of the Powers will remain 
exactly where it was before the Conference

Whether this fundamental! naval limita 
tion agreement, which curbs main fleets 
and has virtually eliminated the race in 
heavy armaments afloat, will survive the 
conversations of 1931, for which the 
Treaty provides, in order to review the 
effects of the agreement, and be extended 
beyond the present date of expiry--1934— 
is seemingly not a subject for serious 
consideration in administration circles for 
the moment. 

Officials generally emphasise the view 
that failure to expand the Treaty at 
Geneva so as to include auxiliaries as 
well as capital craft is no more a blow 
at the theory of naval limitation than was 
the failure of the Washington Conference 
itself to cover the whole field of naval 
armaments. 

BRITISH PROPOSALS EXAMINED. 

The proposals put forward by the 
British delegates yesterday at Geneva 
were examined at the State Department 
this morning by Mr. Kellogg, Secretary 
of State, and Mr. Wilbur, Secretary of 
the Navy, there also being present Admiral 
Eberle, Chief of Naval Operations, and 
other naval officers, 

No statement was available at the State 
Department. A conference is in progress 
as to the specific objections seen in the 
British proposals by the Washington 
Government. 

Some Washington officials, however, 
have come to the conclusion that these 


proposals could only mean for the United | 


States the construction of more than 
400,000 tons in addition to the cruiser 
programmes already authorised.

CALMING EFFECTS OF 
BRITISH ATTITUDE.

SIMLA, Friday. 

The case arising out of the publication ol 
the pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Rangilla Rasul,'” 
written by a Hindu, and containing an attack 
on the Prophet, has had an extremely bad 
effect on Hindu-Moslem relations throughout 
India. Their condition in the Punjab can 
hardly be exaggerated. Wise expressions of 
sympathy, however, and counsels of patience. 
given by Sir Malcolm Hailey, the vernor 
of the Pupjab, to a Moslem deputation, im- 
mediately after the disturbing judgment of 
the High Court of Lahore, gave the more 
level-headed Moslems of the Punjab their 
vue for the exercise of a restraining influence. 

The daily progress before two English 
judges of the High Court of the case against 
the Amritsar newspaper, Risala Vartman, for 
an article against the Meslem Prophet, is 
also producing a sedative effect upon the 
excitement of the Moslem populace. The 
employment of Sir Mahomed Shafi for the 
prosecution of the Pisala Vartman and the 
return of the Acting Chief - Justice 
to take charge of the case 
himself, after he had begun his 
holiday and left the case to a junior judge, 
have doubtless convinced the people. that 
their trouble is receiving thorough attention. 


COMMOTION ON THE FRONTIER. 


Reports from Peshawar that the commo- 
tion. among the Moslems had spread to the 
tribal districts of the frontier and led to the 
ejection of Hindus are, in fact, true, but 
need to be read with caution, or they may 
create an impfression unduly exaggerating 
their gravity. 

The commotion on the frontier has hitherto 
been confined to the Afridis, and was aroused 
among them by an accident. This was the 
return, after a pilgrimage to Mecca, of a 
notorious stormy petrel of the frontier, 
known as Chaknawar Mullah. On his way 
home through the Punjab he picked up the 
story of the trouble there and started preach- 
ing upon it to the Afridi villagers and 
encouraging them to act against the Hindus 
in their midst. 

The Hindus among the tribes occupy a 
peculiar position because they perform essen- 
tial. functions as petty traders and bankers, 
to ‘which the Moslems do not take 
kindly. They are, therefore, protected 
as an essential factor § in village 
organisation and a general assault upon them 
by the tribes is almost unthinkable. 

The. Afridis taking action against them, 
rather in a spirit of self-sacrifice for the sake 
of their religion than in vengeance, merely 
turned numbers of them out on to the nearest 
thoroughfare to India, which is the Khyber 
road, and they were brought to Peshawar in 
lorries. 


SITUATION CONSIDERABLY EASIER. 


The efforts of political officers, 
assisted by level-headed unofficial! Moslems, 
have had the same soothing effect as in the 
Punjab. The situation is considerably easier 
than it was a few days ago, and the improve- 
ment is based on the recognition by the 
tribesmen of the fact that the Hich Court 
proceedings prove that the British authorities 
are attending to their grievance against the 
Punjab Hindus, and that, if an unfavourable 
judgment is given, their political officers will 
represent their claim that the law be amended 
so as to protect their religion from attacks. 

This refusal of the tribesmen to be roused 
against the British authorities, their restraint 
towards the Hindus, in spite of their 
pathetic determination to expel for the sake 
of their religion people so important in their 
datlv life, and the fact that this general 
steadiness is due to the belief that justice 
will be done, are regarded as a very remark- 
able phenomenon
